HOME-MADE FERTILIZER. 


The Boston Journal of Chemistry re< 


ommoiids as a cheap and reliable snbst 
tute for commercial fertilizers such 
superphosphates, etc., the followi 
combination, viz: — 


Take ono barrel of pure, raw, finely 


ground boneti. and one barrel of the bes 
wood ashes; mix them ou a floor, an 
add gradually three 
pailfnls of watei 


mixing thoroughly with the hoe. 
Use 


in 
small quantities 
in 
nhouf 
the 


same 
manner 
as 
the 
snperphos 


phates. 
If the ashes cannot be secured 


dissolve twelve pounds of potash in tei 
gallons of hot .water, and with this solu 
tion saturate the bone-flour thoroughly; a 
barrel of dry peat or good loam, without 
stones, may be added. The mixture should 
not be Kticky,noither too moist or too dry. 
In applying it avoid direct contact with 
the seed; for instance, when applying in 
the hill, scatter a little dirt over it before 
dropping the seed. 
A very early. visible 


effect should not be anticipated, but the 
good results will manifest themselves as 
the season advances.

The death of Hon. Cadwnlader C. 


Washbnrn removes one of our most noted 
men. He belonged to a family that bas fig- 
ured largely iu American politics, several 
membersof which have won distinction. He 
was born in Li verm ore. Maine, April 22, 
1818. 
After receiving a common school 


education he studied law. Iu 1S42, when 
twenty-four years of age, lie went to Wis- 
consin in company 
with a Mr. Wood- 


man, and the two men, settling at Min- 
eral Point, purchased immense quantities 
of government pine lands on Ihe Wiscon- 
sin aud Black rivers. In this he wiu; suc- 
cessful, and soou amassed a fortune. 
There were seven brothers, one of whom, 
Israel, \yas governor of Maine iu I860, 
aud another, Elihu B., was appointed 
Secretary of the State by President Grant 
iia 1869. 
Tbe 
three brothers were in 


Congress together iti the latter part of the 
decade 1850-18«0. 


C. C. -Waslibnru entered the political 


arena in 185G, advocating tlie election of 
John C. Fre'mout to the presidency, and 
running at the same time as representa- 
tive from tbe second Wisconsin district 
iu the National Congress. He was elected, 
and filled the position for three successive 
terms, declining a re-election in 1800. He 
was elected as a member uf (he commit- 
tee of thirty-three (hat formed the peace 
uoiiKi-esa that met iu 18(il, 
to avoid, 


if possible, 
the 
impending 
struggle 


between the North and South. 
The 


meeting failing of its object, Mr. Wash- 


Uuvu entered the service as colonel of 
the Secoud Wisconsin Cavalry. 
He re- 


signed from the army on June 1, IHlifJ. 
Having moved in the meantime te La- 
crosse, he -was elected to Congress as the 
representative of (he seventh district in 


IHiifi, ami re-elected in 18(18. 
He was a 


delegate to the .soldiers1 convention which 
met in PiUsburg in 18fJ(i. 
In 1871 Mr. 


Wiwhbnru, at the request of President 
Grant, declined a re-election to Congress, 
and entered the lists as a candidate for 
gubernatorial honors. 
In 
this 
be 


was successful, being elected by a large 
majority and serving the state for one 
term. lie was a candidate for re-elec- 
tion, but was defeated by the Granger 
movement. 


In 1878. ex-Governor \Va>hbnrn con- 


structed an astronomical observatory on 
the university grounds in Madi.sou, fur- 
nishing it with all the litest 
appliances 


for studying the heavens, and presented 
it, together with his beautiful homestead 
near that city, known as J^dgewood, to 
the slate. 
Tbe value of tin's property is 


nearly $100,000. His estate is worth from 
$3,000,000 to $5,000,000, and the heirs 
arc two daughters.

THE ECLIPSE OF THE SUN. 


I:: 1809 the. United States attracted the 


foreign astronomers who wished to ob- 
serve the Kim's total eclipse, but their at- 
tention is drawn to the other side of the 
globe, by the repetition of the phenome- 
non, which i« lo occur next Wednesday. 
Eygpt is the favorite territory for ob- 
servers, but the eclipse will be total over 
a belt sixty inilen wide .and extending 
through Egypt. Persia. Central Asia and 
China. 
It is a hopeful indication of 


modem progress that tho government of 
I'^ypt uati participated iu preparations for 
observation of tbe eclipse, and Stone 
Pasha has charge of the encampment on 
a spot of high ground in the valley of the 
Nile fo which astronomers are to report 
in order fo be above tho clouds of dust 
expected in that country at thin .season of 
the year. The disturbance in Hie political 
relations of Egypt ami England are not 
to bo permitted to prevent the parlichm- 
lion of English ami Eyvptiiui astronomers 
in oliKpiTiitionti of Ihe" eclipse from 
the 


same bpul on Egyptian soil. 
Important 


results are anticipated from the observa- 
tions, ami nut until May, 1!M)0. will there 
be another opportunity for astronomers 
to study the phenomena of a total eclipse 
of the sun. 
Thu centra of interest will 


then be transferred from Egypl to Vir- 
ginia.—[Mail and Express.

desks to call 


the pages to take their parcels to the 
Congressional postoillce. 
This thump- 


ing went on steadily, though irregularly, 
like the scattering fire of a militia com- 
pany. The other half of those present 
were mostly engaged in conversation; 
and scarcely one was attending to the 
member on his feet, who was urging, in 
loud but badly modulated tones, the im- 
portance of sending the Chinese out of 
the country.

exceptional auditor, I discovered that he 
was fast asleep. And yet the orator of 
the Hoor was contending with much fire 
aiid some gesticulation for his view on the 
question in discussion. 
It is true that 


the interest of the matter was somewhat 
loiial, it beiny, as well as I can remember 
whether one Thomas O'llyuu. in Tennes- 
see, should be paid a few dollars for a 
barn burnt down in the war by Union 
soldiers. 


Coining away from this high debate, 


my discouraged young friend asked me 
why there was so little interest in the dis- 
cussions.

only one manifestation of the evil system 
which the civil-service reform proposes to 
remedy. 
So long as appointments to 


unices are considered the perquisites of 
members of Congress, and arc to be used 
by (hem to strengthen their party and to 
seytr.3 their own re-election, a large part of 
their time must ueeils be taken from pub- 
lic alVairs and given to this business. 
They have no time left for the important 
questions which have to be treated 
seriously—sneh as the tariff, finance, in- 
ternal improvement, the revival of com- 
merce, education, the problem 
of the 


Indian tribes. They therefore postpoi a 
and avoid such questions, and the time 
which belongs to the nation is occupied 
with the declamation of demagogues aiid 
v/itli sponchfs to Buncombe. 


Civil service reform would relieve Con- 


gress from otHce-seekers. and leave it 
free to attend to the real business of the 
.country. 
One valuable result of the new 


method of appointment would be a reviv- 
al of interest in morn important matters. 
Wetihould again witness such serious de- 
ibates aii formerly on the floor of the two 
Houses, where truth was elicited in the 
•conflicts of reason. Those inspiring dis- 
cussions in which Webster, Clay, Calhoun, 
und ilulni Qiiiucy A lifting took part are 
now only traditions. 
But the intelli- 


gence of thp nation is as active now as it 
was then: and. if our sweeping reform 
clears away this rubbish of personal in. 
terests, we nmy hope for a rekindled ar- 
dor in (lie discussion of vital questions. 
Thus, everything which is true in princi- 
plt) will ho found to have, beside the di- 
ved, and evident benefits, many unforseen 
and indirect advantages.— (James Free- 
man Clarke in Civil Service Record.
